How St. Cloud Does It. 
St. Cloud has a novel way of getting 
around the illegality of the bonus 
business, says the Fergus J ournal. It 
will be remembered that at their late 
election they voted $8 0.000 in bridge 
bonds knowing that $40,000 would 
build the bridge and with the under­ 
standing that the unused balance 
should be used to bonus nc*w manu­ 
facturing concerns 
from 
outside. 
Now in order to get money out of the 
bridge fund it is proposed by the 
chamber of commerce of that city 
that the city council which controls the 
fund shall let the job of building the 
bridge to a committee of fifteen re­ 
putable citizens for the sum of $ 80,- 
000 with the understanding that it 
shall sub-let the contract to the lowest 
bidder and that the balance left in 
their hands after paying for the bridge 
shall be used by them in getting 
manufacturing 
concerns to locate 
there. 
The plan is an ingenious one 
to say the least.

C h i c a g o , 111., May 14. -Railroad 
circles here are greatly worked up 
over the report that the Wisconsin 
Central will in the very near future 
consummate a deal which will make 
it the first transcontinental line in the 
country. 
“ The scheme is a stupendous one,” 
said a prominent railroad official to­ 
night, “ but it is a feasible one. and I 
fully believe that something of the 
kind is on foot. 
I believe that the 
Wisconsin Central, the Northern Pa­ 
cific, the Oregon Transcontinental, 
the Atchison, Topeka and Santa Fe 
and the Baltimore A Ohio railroads 
are about to join hands and form one 
of the most gigantic railway conbi- 
nations in the country. 
“ The Wisconsin Central people 
have been quietly at work trying to 
bring about this combine, and by go­ 
ing over the ground the foot prints 
show plainly where they are lxmnd 
and what they are after. 
Here we 
have Colby resigning the presidency 
of the Wisconsin Central to become a 
Northern Pacific director;Mr. Abbott 
breaks iufco the hitherto select Atchi­ 
son circle; Mr. Hoyt goes from the 
Wisconsin Central to become the 
vice-president of the Oregon-Trans­ 
continental. The Villard-Smith ele­ 
ment in the Northern Pacific, I am 
positive, are on the best of terms with 
the Wisconsin Central people, and 
here is another significant fact. 
The 
Wisconsin Central’s depot in Chicago 
built by the Great Western Company, 
which it controls, is large enough to 
accommodate six railroads. Its situ­ 
ation is unexcelled, and offers unlim­ 
ited terminal facilities.

option on nearly all the available

This was what the people were 
called tog ether to consider, and as the 
company do not ask the city to turn 
over a dollar’s worth of projierty to

the sale or g ranting of its electric 
lig ht plant secure the improvement 
and utilization by reliable parties, of 
the Brainerd water power and boom- 
ag e, and the establishment of manu­ 
facturing industries in connection 
therewith, that it would be the best 
policy so to do. 
Second That the chairman of this 
meeting is hereby authorized to aj>- 
point a committee of five whose duty 
it shall be to confer with the parties 
who are making said propositions to 
the city, and report the result of such 
conference to the city council, and 
that, if such council shall then deem 
it advisable a special election be or­ 
dered at which the q uestion of the 
disposition of the electric lig ht plant 
shall be determined ujion.

CLEARING AM YSTER Y. 


Arrest of a Man Who Throws Light 
Upon the Disappearance of Dr. 
Cronin of Chicago. 


CmcAOO, May 10 —The roost s'nrtling in­ 
form ation in the m y sterious case of the m iss­ 
ing Irish-A m encan, Dr. 1*. II. C.’onin, cam e 
ou t to-niy bt. 
F re a k G. W oodruff, the horse 
thief arrested at T w elfth street, has m ade a 
full confes'ion. 
He sneaked a horse and 
w agon oa t of D ean’s barn eariv Sunday 
m orning and m et Dr. Cronin, W illiam King 
and Dick F air burn. 
A tru nk containing the 
body of a w om an was placed ;u the wagon. 
W oodruff drove. K ing and F airburn rode 
w ith him . Cronin rem ained behind. 
W ood­ 
ruff left toe body and his tw o com panions in 
L incoln P ark and then drove w ith the em pty 
tru nk 
to the place 
on 
E vanston 
ave­ 
nue w here it w as found. 
From conversa­ 
tions betw een Cronin, K ing and F airburu 
w hich W oodruff overheard he judged the 
body was tha t of a w om an killed by an 
abortion, jx;rbaj 
>8 perform ed by Dr. Cronin. 
T hursday even ng the T w elfth stre et officers 
arrested a y oung m an who was try ing to 
sell a w hite horse and a w agon in a livery 
stable near the police station. 
The voting 
m an offered to t art w ith the rig for 
$10 and 
the suspicions of Foley , the livery stable 
iuan, w ere im m ediately aroused, 
lie tele­ 
phoned to the station and the horse trad er 
was 
tak- n 
into custody . 
lie gave 
his 
nam e at the station as John B row n, and a lte r 
answ ering the rou tine questions alw ay s ad ­ 
dressed to prisoners, bis face blanched, his 
hands trem bled and he fed in a dead ta int 
'J he officers w ondered a t the tim e tha t their 
prisoner should appear so m uch concerned, 
bu t the reason was a ppare nt next m orning 
w hen he se nt for Capt. O 'D onnell and said 
he had som ething to fell him. 
He w as taken 
into the captain s office, and, in the presence 
of several officers, voluntar ily unfolded the 
story ot his connection w ith the tru nk m y s­ 
tery . 
To-day policem en investigated his 
story and found it corroborated by m any 
circum stances tending to show u s tru thfu l­ 
ness. 
Brow n said his real nam e was Frank 
G W oodruff, and tha t he wor w orking for 
Dean A Co., iiverv stable keepers. 


THE PRISONER'S STOBT. 
W ednesday niirlit a week ago I was in the Owl 
saloon on State street, and met a man there that 
I had Iteen verv well acquainted with several 
y ears before. The mmi was B illr King. 
His 
real name. I think, is William 11. King, althoneh 
when 1 first met him he called himself Harry 
Both worth. Ju -t b*fore we separated he said 
that he would c d l me from the stable some 
evening and teff me how we could make some 
money , haturdav evening he asked me if 
eould get a horse and wagon ont of the stable 
w ithout any one knowing it, and told me he 
would give me jjtliS if I would do it. Itoid 
him 1 could and we agreed upon a place of m eet­ 
ing. 
I chose the white horse, because I knew it 
w-aa a rood roadster. I found King waiting f 
me at a coiner on State street. He got in with 
me and we drove together to a bam in the rear 
of a t» ig house on State stree. We drove up the 
allev between State and Dearborn streets to the 
barn doors. 
Ah we wheeled up in front of 
the barn, the door was pushed open by s<.me one 
inside and two men came out. 
One was Dick 
Fairburn. 
I know Dick quite well, and have 
known him for a number of y ears. The other 
man, I aru sure, was Dr. Cronin. 
Although It 
was quite dark at the time I had several op­ 
portunities to look closely at his face. 
He had 
a mustache and a little goatee, and answers 
Dr. Cronin's description m every way . 1 never 
had seen Dr. Cronin to know* that it was he, and 
I did not hear any other m» n address him as 
Cronin. 
They called him “Doc." The three 
men went into the barn together and 
RETURNED W ITH A TRUNK. 
Thav lilted it into the wagon and then climbed 
in. 
We drove straight through the alley to the 
first cross street, turned on that and then went 
up Dearborn to the park. As soon as we reached 
the park we turned into the L*ke Shore drive 
and started north. 
I kept the horse on the run 
all the tint**. 
I heard several expressions in 
their conversation winch convinced me that 
there was a bodv in the trunk. 
I 
noticed 
tiiat the trunk ton lied, as if there was decay ­ 
ing 
flesh 
in 
it, 
and 
when 
the 
horse 
got a whiff he snorted We drove nearly to 
I he north end of the 
park, then stopped 
a m inute near somo bushes. 
King and Fairburn 
were with me. 
We left Cronin at the barn, » ud 
1 remember as I looked at him that one of his 
eves was black as if he had been hit with a fist. 
At the bushes we lifted the trunk out and 1 held 
the horse while it was opened. I then saw that 
mv suspicious were correct and that there was a 
body lu the trunk 
They lifted it out in several 
pieces. 
I cannot say positively whether it was 
the body ot a man or w oman except from one 
circumstance. I beard K ng say , "Here's where 
we leave Aiiie.” Fa rtmrn answered. “Ves, and 
if y ou had tec Tom alone we wouia have had Doc 
in here with her." Those remarks pa« sed while 
they 
were 
carry ing 
the 
conten» 
of 
the 
trunk 
back 
into 
the 
bushes. 
1 
noticed 
thit 
each 
piece 
was 
carefull v 
wrapped up in cotton, or something that looked 
like cotton. King luted the trunk into the 
wagon, took < ut his pocketbook and counted out 
$ .5 from a large roll. After I left the boy s I 
orove on a run. Finally I dumped out the trunk 
and turned back. 
I broke it open as it fell, but 
I did not wait to see in what manner it lay or 
ju st how the piec •‘* were placed. 
I saw King on 
Monday on Wabash avenue and talked with him 
several miuutes. From expressions that he then 
u^eu I teel sure that Croma is in the city and 
t hat King knows his whereabouts, and that if 
King can Le found be will tell where Cronin is. 
PO INTED OUT THE PLACE. 
T he prisoner was taktm out of the station 
w ith Capt. O 'D onnell T hursday night and 
again to-day . 
He pointed ou t the place 
w here he left the trunk, and fixed the Identi­ 
cal spot w here it w as fonnd. 
He pointed 
ou t the barn, which proved to be in the rear 
of 5118 N orth State street. 
The officers 
entered it, but could hud no evidence for or 
against the stoiy . 
Woodruff say s he sus- 
j» ects from the conversation he overheard 
betw een C ronin, F airburn and King tha t the 
body iu the tru nk was tha t of a wom an 
w hose denth resulted from an operation per­ 
haps perform ed by Dr. Cronin. He draw’« this 
conclusion not only from the words he 
overheard, but also from the anxiety evinced 
by the doctor to g e t the body out of the way , 
and from the fact thatC roinn had apparently 
i» een recently stru ck by som e one. 
Wood­ 
ruff first read of C ronin's disappearance in 
T uesday 's paper, and also read the stoiy re­ 
lating to the finding of the em pty tru nk . He 
w as greatly frightened, and, thinking tba r 
the officers were certainly on his track, took 
m eans to get ou t of the city . 
He had som e 
m oney rem aining from the sum given him by 
King, but decided to obtain a little m ore. 
T he resu lt w as tns arrest lor atte m pting to 
sell the horse which happened to be the 
identical anim al he used on the m em orable 
ii ght.

A pre tty bru u etre nam ed Alii v or Alice 
V ihavaso has been m issing from the ntig h- 
borhood near which is located the l« am 
w here W oodruff is said to have m et Dr. 
Cronin and the tatter's com panions. 
Kearcii 
has been m ade at ibe point in Lm coln Park, 
on the lake shore, w here W oodruff is said to 
have left C ronin and the others w rib the 
bodv. 
U nusually 
heavy rain« have In­ 
te l féred

W ithin 
the park near by s a large pond 
B oth the

CLOSE FR IE N D OF LE CARON. 
London 
. May 10 — Le Caron, » be m an who 
acted as a spv for m e B ritish g overnm ent on 
the m ovem ents of the Dish leaders in A m er­ 
ica, and who testified for the Tim es before 
the Parnell com m ission, declares tha t he and 
Dr. Cronin, w ho recently m y steriously dis­ 
appeared from Chicago, w ere the closest 
friends. 
Le Caron believes tha t I)r Cronin 
bas been killed, and tha t the friendship be­ 
tw een him self and the m urdered m au m ay 
a c c ou nt for his rem oval. 


M atthew s lived about thirteen m inutes and 
died w ith his fe e t on the ground. 
The scene 
was horrible in the extrem e. 
M atthew s and 
Dave Wa.;ker w ere c u t dow u and the trap 
w as again adjusted. 
W illiam W alker was 
lifted, helpless and groaning and struggling, 
and alm ost insensible, and the rope again 
ad ju sted and the tra p again sprung. 
Ihis 
tim e the descent cam e to a sudden stop w ith 
bis feet fully thirty inches from the ground, 
and he died w ithou t a struggle. 


The arrest, trial and conviction of the Bold 
Knob leaders at raeted wide-spread attention, 
and for the firat tim e the history of the Bald 
Kuobber organization was made public. 
Taney 
county . Mo., was the birthplace of the order of 
marked regulators. The regulators first came 
Into prominence when tfie notorious frank and 
Tubai Tay lor entered tfie house of a Mr. Dickin­ 
son in Forsy th. Mo., and murdered an entire 
family 
The outlaws were captured by the new 
Jaw and order league and promptly ly nched. 
Capt. Nat Kinney , a phy sical giant, was then 
leader of the regulators, and was shot and killed 
by one of his old followers at Ozark not many 
months since. Christian county , w hich adjoins 
Taney 
county , first 
adopted 
Bald Kuob- 
lieilsin in 1885-6. 
Dave W alker 
was the 
first leader, and the order soon numbered be­ 
tween three and four hundred members. There 
were numerous visits by the Bald Kaobbers to 
petty offenders, but notniug occorm l to attract 
e-peclai attention until the Grecn-Edens affair 
w hlcu term inated in the downfall of Bald Knob- 
bensm. 1 he Greeu-Edens killing occurred on 
the night of March 11, 1887. at a point eight 
miles east of Ozark and near the Edens dwell­ 
ing- One Johu Evans was w hipped by the Bald 
Knoober* for misbehaving in church. 
Old man 
Edens, who was a friend of Evans, interfered 
and received four blows with the whip before 
Chief Walkei could interfe e. 
Edens afterward 
fearlessli- denounced Bald Knoblierism, and on 
the 
night 
.March 
11 
the 
band 
met 
to consider 'what 
punishm ent 
should 
bei 
meted out 
to tne 
old 
man 
who 
dareq 
to critici*« the regulators. There were twenty - 
six Bald Knobbera present at the meeting, and 
after very brief deliberations they proceeded to 
ihe Edens residence to puuisb the inmates. 
The» first went to the borne of William Edens, 
bm finding no one there proceeded to the house 
of James Edens, William's father. There were 
in the house at the time father, mother, son, 
daughter-in-law. daughter and son-in-law and 
two grandchildren. The Knobbers fired pro­ 
miscuously into the house, without regard to 
sex or age, killing y oung William Edens and 
Charles Gre?n, bis brother-in-law, and leaving 
old uiau Edens on the fiorir for dead. 
The 
daughter barely escaped with her life. 
During 
he melee Bill W alter was shot in the leg. and 
this afterward aided in completing the chain of 
tvidence against the offenderà 
This outrage brought al« out a culmination of 
public Indignation and Zach Johnson, the fear­ 
less sheriff of Christian county , with a picked 
jKwse had the murderers, save Fill Walker, in 
custody within forty -eight hcur*. 
Bill Walker 
was captured three weeks later in Douglas 
county , where he had fled to nurse his wound 
and avoid detection. The trial« of the men were 
attended with manv scenes of an exciting char­ 
acter, but three of the prisoners flually confessed 
to secure imm unity and four were sentenced to 
be hanged. 
Confederates of the Bald Knobbers 
broke into the jail and gave the four condemned 
men 
an 
opportunity 
to 
escape. 
John 
and 
W iley Matthews 
took 
advantage of 
the chance, 
but 
Dave 
and 
Bill 
Walker 
declined 
to leave 
and 
gave 
the 
aiarm 
to the sheriff, 
who 
resided 
In 
the 
Jill 
building. They gave, as a reason for not ¡cav­ 
ing, that they preferred to await the action of 
the courts in their cases, the y ounger Walker 
stating that he would rather hang thar lie 
hounded all over the country by officers of the 
law. It was generally thought at the time, how - 
ever, that the Walkers fully anticipated lenien­ 
cy , and feared that such action on their part 
would prejudice their chances for clemency . 
The weather was bitter cold, and John Mat­ 
thews soon gave himself up. say ing he preferred 
anvtning to death from starvation and cold. 
Wiley Matthews has never been heard of, though 
Ithere were at one time rumors that he had been 
seen in Indian Territory .

W hen it a t last sw ooped dow n on Jersey City 
jus abou t sunset, the sky assum ed a brassy 
hue and the Jersey shore w as soon lost eight 
of. The storm quickly sw ept over the bay and 
river and w as opon this city , lickiug streets 
clear of d u st a t one m om ent, 
and d rift­ 
ing them again w ith the city ’s refugees and 
red .« and of Jersey . 
W agons and cabs w eie 
overturned, stre et car w indow s broken, and 
over all continued tbe terrihc roar of the 
cy clonic tem pest. 
The storm continued in 
this city for nearly half an hour, w hen 
rain began to fail, the atm osphere v as 
cleared a td the w ind calm ed down. 
De­ 
ports of dam age are pouring in now’. 
1 be 
area covered by reports is Southern New 
York, E astern Pennsy lvania. M iry iand, Del­ 
aw are, C onnecticut and M assachusetts. 
No 
deaths are 
repotted 
in 
this city , 
but 
m any painful casualties. 
Manv of tbe w ire 
poles rem aining are dow n; signs and broken 
g ass strew the w alks; m the harbor, ferry 
boats w ere biow n about well nigli helpless; 
flag poles w ere ha ile d to the ground, and 
the rem ains of tbe centennial decorations 
bestrew the streets. The storm ¿w ept across 
Long B land, 
BUILDINGS WERE BLOWN DOWN, 
huge piles of lum ber m a ttered and awning--, 
signs.etc. .carr.ed from fastenings and hu; led 
through the grreeia 
The 
lerjx boat F iliating 
was ju st approaching tbe sap on this side 
of the river w hen the whirlw ind struck hr r 
and turned her alm ost com pletely around 
and dashed against one of the buikheous 
A num ber of passengers, m ostly la lies, w eie 
throw n w’ith g reat force, and g reat excite­ 
m ent prevailed.

interfered 
greatly w .th the w orking of telegraph w ires 
At Fair H aven, Conn., m en w ere hurled in 
w reckage of a new house, w hile tw « ntv- 
three w orking outside w’ere hurled through 
the air w ith tatal resu lts to som e and s e v r e 
injury to aiL

tw enty -five m en who w ere a t w ork on rail­ 
road 
trestle 
over

point were sw ept off into the w ater sixty 
feet

let-s if alive. At W illiam sport. I’a., B arnum ’s

Several churches in trail of 
the storm have been ruined. 


MEN OF THE HOUR. 


CHARLES BKAULAICU. 


Das of Knglaads G reatest Statesm en, 
At tbe opening of Parliam ent on 
January 12, Charles B radlaugh was 
sworn in a» a member from N orth­ 
am pton. Thus a controversy which 
began in 1880, has been settled In 
fovor of the m an presistently re­ 
turned by au intelligent constituency , 
and both 
t he y and he have received, 
a t last, their ju st rights from the 
House of Commons. 
Charles B radlaugh was born in 
H oxton, 
London, September 20, 
1833. Owing to the extreme poverty 
of his parents, he ceased attending 
school before he was eleven y ea rs old. 
lie early developed 
a 
taste for 
politics, for a t the age of fifteen he 
appeared as an ora tor before street 
audiences during the political tu r­ 
moils of 1847-48. The origin of his 
atheistical 
opinions dates from 
the 
same period. 
Study ing 
to 
fit himself for a Sunday -school ex­ 
hibition beforetbe Bishop of London, 
he became skeptical., and declared 
his inability to reconcile the Thirty - 
nine articles with the Four 
Gos[m* 1s. 
His father; influenced by the clergy , 
gave him three day s in which to 
change his opinions, on penalty of 
losing his situation. lie accepted 
the penalty aud quitted the situation 
and his home forever. 
For a y ear he earned an inade­ 
quate support by selling coal ou 
commission, and 
then, tiecoming 
slightly involved in debt, he enlisted 
in the service » if the F ast India com ­ 
pany , where he remained until a 
small legacy enabled him to pur­ 
chase his discharge. 
He now secured a clerkship in a 
solicitor’s office in London, und en­ 
tered a t once upon his lift* career of 
a political and atheistical writer and 
speaker. 
Ill 1858-59 he gained con­ 
siderable notoriety 
by editing a 
journal calks] the Investigator, which 
was soon suspended for w ant of cap­ 
ital. 
He was now well known under 
the appropriate name of “ Iconoe- 
hkHt,’’ which he signed to all of his 
writings. A y ear later the journal 
which he now edits, the National Be- 
forrntr, was established, and in the 
conduct of this his reputation for 
ability was greatly increased. Sy stem­ 
atic attem pts were made to sup­ 
press his journal, but their only effect 
was to increase its circulation. 
His sy m pathies for the oppressed 
have not l>een confined to his ow n 
country . When Italy was fighting 
for freedom, he raised by his own ex­ 
ertions one hundred guineas and sent 
them to Garibaldi. 
He visited 
I r e ­ 
land, conferred with the advocates 
of “ home rule.” and raised his voice 
in their justification. In the y ear 
1869 an attem pt was made by the 
Gladstone m inistry to suppn*ss his 
journal because he refused to have it 
licensed. He argued his own caseand 
won a brilliaut victory . 
Like him­ 
self, in polities it is republican, in re­ 
ligion atheistic, in social economy , 
M althusian. 
Mr. B radlaugh’s republicanism as­ 
sumes tha t the “right to deal with 
the throne is inalienably vestal in the 
English people to beexercised by them 
through 
their 
representative in 
Parliam ent;” argues tha t the House 
of Brunswick occupies it only from 
the Acts of Settlement and Union, 
ami seeks the repeal of those acts af­ 
ter the abdication or demise of the 
present m onarch. It aspires to a 
commonwealth after the American 
model, to be attained as peacablv as 
possible.

With a well-built body , a 
handsome fa<-e, large, dark, eloquent 
ey es and au easjr grace of movement, 
he captivates an audience before lie 
has opened his m onth. 
The ora tor 
is a “ family m an,” finding much hap­ 
piness in the home circle.

trem e penalty of a life for a life. Ju s t be­ 
fore leaving his cell, John M atthew s pio- 
ciaim ed his innocence m a loud voice. 
The 
sheriff helped M atthew s up the steps. Young 
W alker follow ed w ith a firm step, his father 
follow ing close behind, as firm as ever. John 
M atthew s aald he had nothing to say . 
He 
w us 
there.

took no part 
id the 
crim e. 
M atthew s 
fell 
pray ing. 
The 
s tre trh of the rope let all 
lull to the 
ground.

through. Later, during the last ses­ 
sion of Parliam ent, Mr. B radlaugh 
took the counsel of influential men, 
who advised patience and all would 
be

These old wash-stands 
are made with four round legs, usual 
ly made on tbe olil hand-turning 
lathes, and a shelf fitted in half way 
between the top of the stand and the 
floor. They generally have a board 
five or six inches wide Listened to 
the back anil two sides of the top. 
These boards m ust be taken off. and 
if there is a hole in the top for the 
washbowl,cover it by tacking a piece 
of tin or zinc sm oothly 
over it. 
These old pieces of furniture wrere 
usually made of some nice wood, 
m any of them of red cherry ; these 
should not be painted but rubbed 
with sand paper, and 
afterw ards

First—That it is the sense of said 
meeting that if the city can secure 
fifty or more lights for its streets and 
building, without any expense save 
the payment of the interest upon the 
present electric light bonds and the 
bonds when they mature, and can by 
the sale or granting of its electric 
light plant, secure the improvement 
and utilization by reliable parties, of 
the Brainerd water power and boom- 
age, and the establishment of manu­ 
facturing industries in connection 
therewith, that it would be the best 
policy so to do. 
Second -That the chairman of this 
meeting is hereby authorized to ap­ 
point a committee of five whose duty 
it shall be to confer with the parties 
who are making said propositions to

I n that manner the confidence 
of a horse is established, and then the 
labor of teaching him what he is expected 
to do follows. The old circus trainers, in 
the days when one single educated horse 
was a marvel, accomplished their ends by 
cruelty and making th* animnl fear them. 
They accomplished their ends to a certain 
extent, but could not begin to approach 
that point of perfection which we have 
arrived at.

assisted went through the entire turn 
without a break, and at the end retired to 
his stable, conscious that he had done his 
duty.” 
“I had quite an experience in Pennsyl­ 
vania during the MolUe Maguire troubles, 
in which a horse probably saved us from 
(*eing attacked by the miners in that 
iciiiity. 
We hail been expecting trouble 
lor some time, but one of the horse* that 
carry cannons on their backs, discharge It 
at intervals, broke away and dashed 
through the 
crowd gathered outsides 
shooting the cannon off, scattering the 
people right and left. One of the miners 
afterward remarked that they did not care 
about tackling a « rowd of horses that ran 
around shooting cannons off.” 
“That is quite a trick, Mr. Coup—to 
teach a horse to carry a cannon on his 
back and then shoot it off.’’ 
‘ Yes, it is; but the most difficult trick I 
have ever seen, and one that I could never 
understand, is thatdoue by the pony we now 
exhibit. 
Frof. Buckley a-ks him to pay 
his taxes, and the pony goes to a drawer, 
pulls it out and pays tin* trainer in silver;

The card has the advantage 
of privacy to the correspondence 
placed upon it, 
It is much like a 
double card of the old pattern, the 
back fold l>eing split diagonally from 
all four comers, and opens square 
out. 
The four corners are joined to­ 
gether in the center with a piece of 
gummed {>aj>er when the card 
h a s 
been written. 
The card weighs less 
than a half an ounce, and will contain 
no more writing than those now in 
use. 


How St. Cloud Roes It. 
S t Cloud bas a novel way of getting 
around the Illegality of the bonus 
business, says the Fergus Journal. It 
will be remembered that at their late 
election they voted $80,000 in bridge 
bonds knowing that $40,000 would 
build the bridge and with the under­ 
standing that the unused balance 
should be used to bonus new manu­ 
facturing concerns 
from 
outside. 
Now in order to get money out cf the 
bridge fund it is proposed by the 
chamber of commerce of that city 
that the city council which controls the 
fund shall let the job of building the 
bridge to a committee of fifteen re­ 
putable citizens for the sum of $80,- 
000 with the understanding that it 
shall sub-let the contract to the lowest 
bidder and that the balance left in 
their hands after paying for the bridge 
shall be used by them in getting 
manufacturing 
concerns to locate 
there. 
The plan is an ingenious one 
to say the least.

EDUCATED NORSES. 


How ■ Trick Cookey Oft .Drank ob a 
Can of Beer. 


Tho veteran showman, W. C. Coup, 
has arrived in Denver with his troupe of 
educated horses. 
Last evening a reporter of T h e N e w s 
met Mr. Coup, and in the course of the 
conversation that gentleman spoke at 
length upon his favorite subject—horses. 
“Our system of training at the present 
day,” h » said, “Is to conquer the horse by 
kind but firm treatment. To teach him 
that he has nothing to fear at the hands of 
his trainer. In that manner the confidence 
of a horse is established, and then the 
labor of teaching him what he is expected 
to do follows, vile old circus trainers, in 
the days when one single educated horse 
was a marvel, accompli-hod their ends by 
cruelty and making th* animal fear them. 
They accomplished their ends to a certain 
extent, but could not begin to approach 
that point of perfection which we have 
arrived at. 
“ Budd Roble, the celebrated horseman, 
wrote me a letter h u h ** time since in 
which he said that he had handled horses 
all his life, but he It t i no idea that they 
Could be so highly educated as the ones 
we w ill show here.”

his stable, conscious that he had done his 
duty.” 
“I had quite an experience iii Pennsyl­ 
vania during the Mollie Maguire troubles, 
iii which a horse probably saved us from 
l*eing attack***! by the miners in that 
•. icinity. 
We had been expecting trouble 
(or some time, but one of the horses that 
carry cannon# on their backs, discharge it 
at intervals, broke away and dashed 
through the crowd gathered outsides 
shooting the cannon off, scattering the 
people right and left One of the miners 
afterward remarked that they did not care 
about tackling a * rowd of horses that ran 
around shooting cannons off.” 
“That is quite a trick, Mr. Coup—to 
teach a horse to carry a cannon on his 
back and then shoot it off.” 
“ Yes, it is; but the most difficult trick I 
have ever seen, and one that I could never 
understand, is thatdoue by the pony we now 
exhibit. 
Prof. Buckley a-ks him to pay 
his taxes, and the pony goos to a drawer, 
pulls it out and pays th** trainer iii silver; 
Prof. Buckley telLhiiq that he cannot send 
the cpin through th** mail, aud would 
{ 
irefer palier. The horse puts the silver 
mck and takes out greenbacks, and gives 
them to Mr. Buckley. This act has always 
mystified me as to how the pony was 
taught to do it.” 
“Have you any donkeys in your show?” 
“Yes, I have; and a comical one he is, 
too. 
He formerly belonged to a Germau 
huckster, and the customers along the 
route made such a pet of him that they 
used to give him l>eerat all the saloons he 
stopi>ed. 
In this way he acquired a 
taste for it, and got so he liked it, One 
night at the theatre he got hold of a tiu- 
bucket of beer, and when he went on he 
was pretty full, and staggered around the 
stage in great shape, anil the boys had lot# 
fun with him.

United States 
court for the district of California t*» test the 
constitutionality of the Kcott act, in accord­ 
ance with the provisions of which th e col­ 
lector acted. 
7lb e California court upheld 
the constitutionality of the act, and from 
this decision tbe case comes here on ap(*eal.

The doors of Auburn state prison were

In M ontana the constitutional election 
passed off quietly, and the vote polled was 
larger th an was anticipated. 
In Helena, 
**om prising three convention districts, the 
to tal vote was 2.316, about 1,500 less than 
a t the election last fall. The Republicans 
carry two out of the three districts by large 
majorities, and were defeated in the third by 
twenty votes. Helena and suburbs will send 
the following delegation to the constitu­ 
tional convention: 
J. K. Toole, M artin Maginnis, William 
Muth, A. F. Burns. (Dem.). IV. A. Chessman, 
A. J. (’raven, Milton Canb.v (Rep). 
Under the law, which provides for minor­ 
ity representation, one Democrat is assured 
of election in each Republican district, and 
vice versa. 
Reports from Jefferson county indicate an 
equal division politically. Republicans claim 
control of the convention by from 5 to 10 
m ajority. The Democrats also claim it. The 
result will lie very close.

Occupying a prominent position in 
a cjlsc in the center aisle is the model 
of a boat for lifting vessels over 
shoals. It was patented to Abraham 
Lincoln in 1849, when the future 
president thought to make a reputa­ 
tion as an inventor rather than a 
statesman. Lincoln is the only presi­ 
dent w ho ever secured a patent. 
The first shoe was patented in 1811 
by two Massachusetts men. 
It is of 
undr* ssed leather, and there is quite 
a difference between the workman­ 
ship of that and the present machine 
stitched shoe. So well was the work 
done, however, that it was impossi­ 
ble to tell whether it was pegged or 
sewed until some sacrilegious clerk 
cut the sole and ascertained it w as 
pegged. 
In the class of perpetual motion 
machines the patent office is deficient. 
It has no working model, but an in­ 
ventor stepped in the other day to 
say that he had completed ami tested 
model which he would send shortly. 
It required some few alterations, he 
said, such as a governor to keep it 
from going too fast and running 
down. 
When the machine arrrives 
it will lie given an entire case by itself. 
There are in the neighborhood of 
200.000 models in the patent office, 
and had it not l>een for two destruc­ 
tive fires the number would be near 
a half million.—Washinton Post.

It has no working model, but an in­ 
ventor step j rod in the other day to 
say that he had completed and tested 
model which lie would send shortly. 
It required some few alterations, he

from going too fast and running 
down. When the machine arrrives 
it will be given an entire case by itself. 
There are in the neighborhood of 
200,000 models in the patent office, 
and had it not Iroen for two destruc­ 
tive fires the number would be near 
a half million.—Washinton Post. 


Barnnm’g First Hippopotamus, 
“The first hippopotamus ever seen 
in this country,” said Tody Hamil­ 
ton, “was brought here by Mr. Bar­ 
num. It was about twenty-five years 
ago. Mr. Barnum wanted one the 
worst way, and hail Iroen on the look­ 
out for one for many years, when he 
heard that some natives in South 
Africa had caught a big fellow in a 
pit, and that it had been sold to a 
German dealer in wild animals.

th e suspicions of Foley, th e livery stable 
m an, w ere im m ediately aroused.

phoned to the statio n and the horse tra d e r

n a m e a t the statir-n as Jo h n B row n, aud a lte r 
an sw erin g the ro u tin e q u estions alw ays a d ­ 
dressed to prisoners, his face blanched, his 
h ands trem bled and he fell in a dead faint. 
'J he officers w ondered a t th e tim e th a t th eir 
prisoner ehould ap p ea r ao m uch concerned, 
b u t the leaso u was a p p a re n t n e x t m orning 
w hen he se n t for Capt. O’D on.ieil and said 
he had som ething to tell him. 
He w as tak en 
in to th e c a p ta in ’* office, and, in the presence 
of several officers, v o lu n tarily unfolded the 
sto ry of his connection w ith the tru n k m y s­ 
tery. 
T o-day policem en in v estig ated his 
sto ry and found it co rro b o rated by m any 
circu m stan ces tending to show its tru th fu l­ 
ness. 
B row n said his real nam e w as F rank 
Q. W oodruff, and th a t he was w orking for 
D ean A Co., liverv stable keepers. 
THE PRISONER'S STOBY. 
W ednesday night a week ago I was in the Owl 
saloon on State street, and met a man there that 
I had l*e«n verv well acquainted with several 
years before. The man was Bitlv King. 
His 
real name, I think, is W illiam 11. King, although 
when I tiist met him he called himself Harry 
Both worth. Ju -t b-fore we separated he said 
th at he would call me from the stable some 
evening and te*l me how we could make some 
money. Saturday evening he asked me if I 
con Id get a horse and wagon unt of the stable 
w ithout any one knowing it, a n i to!d me he 
would give me $25 If 1 would do it. 
Ito id 
him 1 could and we agreed upon a place of meet- 
iug. 
I chose the white horf-e. because 1 knew it 
was a good roadster. I foaud King waiting f«*r 
me at a corner on State street, 
lie got in with 
me aud we drove together to a barn in the rear 
of a big house on State stree. 
We drove up the 
allev between State aud Dearborn streets to the 
barn dcors. 
As we wheeled up in front of 
the barn, the door was poshed open by s me one 
inside and two men came ont. 
One was Dick 
Fairburn. 
I know Dick quite well, and have 
know n him for a numlier of years. 
The other 
man, I am sure, was Dr. Cronin. 
Although it 
was quite dark at the tim e Iliad several op­ 
portunities to look closely at his face. 
He had 
a m ustache and a little goatee, and answers 
Dr. Cronin's description in every way. 
1 never 
had seen Dr. Crouin to know that it was he, and 
I did not hear any other men address him as 
Cronin. 
rlhey called him “Doc." The three 
men went into the barn together and 
BETUBNED WITH A TRUNK. 
Thav lilted it into the wagon and then climbed 
in. 
We drove straight through the alley to the 
first cross street, turned ou that and then went 
up Dearborn to the park. As soon as we reached 
the park we turned into the Lake Shore drive 
snd started north. 
1 kept the horse on the run 
all the tiun‘. 
I heard several expressions iu 
th eir conversation which convinced me that 
there was a body in the trunk. I 
noticed 
th a t the trank smelled, as if there was decay­ 
ing 
flesh 
in 
it, 
and 
when 
the 
horse 
cot a whiff he snorted We drove nearly to 
ihe north end of the 
park, then stopped 
a m inute near some bashes. 
King and Fairburn 
were w ith me. 
We left Cronin at the barn, aud 
1 remember as I looked at him that one of his 
eves was black as if he had been hit with a fist. 
At the bushes we lifted the trunk out and I held 
the horse while it was opened 
I theu saw that 
mv suspicions were correct and that there was a 
body in the trunk. They lifted it out in several 
pieees. 
1 cannot say jsisltlvely whether it was 
the body ot a man or woman except from one 
circumstance. 
I heard K.ng say, “Here's where 
we ieave Allie.“ Fa rborn answered, “Yes, and 
if you had let. Tom alone we would have had Doc 
in here w ith her." Those remarks parsed while 
they 
were 
carrying 
the 
contents 
of 
the 
tru n k 
back 
into 
the 
bashes. 
1 
noticed 
th at 
each 
piece 
was 
carefullv 
wrapped up in cotton, or something th at looked 
like cotton. King lilted the trunk into the 
wagon, took < ut his pocketbook and counted out 
$25 from a large roll. After I left the boys I 
drove on a run. Finally I dumped out the trunk 
and turned back. 
I broke it open as it fell, bat 
I did not wait to see in what m anner It lay or 
ju st how the piec -s were placed. 
I saw King on 
Monday ou Wabash avenue and talked with him 
several minutes. From expressions that he then 
u^eii 1 feel sure that Cronin Is in the city and 
i hat King knows his whereabouts, and that If 
King can be found be will tell where Crouin is. 
POlXTEIi OCT THE PLACE. 
T he p risoner w as lakeu o u t of th e station 
w ith Capt. O 'D onnell T hursday n ig h t and 
again to-day. 
He p ointed o u t th e place 
w here he le ft the tiu n k , and fixed the identi­ 
cal sp o t w here it w as found. 
He pointed 
o u t th e barn, w hich proved to be in th e rear 
of 5 2 8 N orth S tate street. 
I h e officers 
e n te red it, b u t could find no evidence fo r or 
ag ain st th e story. 
W oodruff says be sus- 
I*ects from th e conversation he overheard 
betw een C ronin, F airb u rn and King th a t the 
body in th e tru n k was th a t of a w om an 
w hose death resu lted from an o peration per­ 
haps perform ed by Dr. Cronin. He d raw s this 
co nclusion n o t only from th e w ords he 
o v erh eard , b u t also from th e anxiety evinced 
by th e d o cto r to g et the body out of the w ay, 
au d from th e fa ct th atC ro m n had ap p aren tly 
been recen tly stru ck l>y som e one. 
W ood­ 
ruff first read of C ronin's disap p earan ce in 
T uesday’s p ap er, an d also rta d th e story re­ 
latin g to the fiuding of th e em p ty tru n k . 
He 
w'as g re atly frig h ten ed , and, th in k in g tb a f 
the officers w ere certain ly ou his track , took 
m ean s to g et o u t of the city. 
He had som e 
m oney rem ain in g fiorn th e sum given him by 
King, b u t decided to o btain a little m ore. 
T he resu lt w as fiis a rre st lo r a tte m p tin g to 
sell th e horse w hich happened to be the 
identical annua! he used on th e m em orable 
n ght.

W alker and Jo h n M atthew s,w ere hanged to­ 
d ay fo r th e m u rd er of Charles G reen and 
W illiam E d en s on Murcn 11, 18s7. 
They 
w ere firm ly of th e opinion, u p to w ithin 
fo rty -eig h t h ours of th e execution, they 
w ould n ev er be called upon to pay the ex- 
tr« m e pen alty of a life lo r a life. 
J u s t be­ 
fore leaving hia cell, John M atthew s p ro ­ 
claim ed his innocence iu a loud voice. 
The 
sheriff helped M atthew s up the steps. Young 
W alker follow ed w ith a firm step, his fa th e r 
follow ing close behind, us firm aw ever. Jo h n 
M atthew s said he had n o th in g to say. 
He 
w as 
th ere, 
t u t 
took no p a rt 
in the 
crim e. 
M atthew s 
fell 
praying. 
The 
i-tretch of th e rope let all 
fail to the 
ground. 
T he rope broke 
and 
W illiam 
W alker fell loose and lay th ere stru g g lin g 
and groaning. 
He talk ed for th ree m inutes, 
w heu he w as tak en up by th e sheriff and 
d ep u ties ou ihe scaffold. 
D ave W alker was 
draw a up and died iu a b o u t fifteen m inutes. 


M atthew s lived a b o u t th irte en m in u tes and 
died w ith his fe e t on th e ground. 
T he scene 
w as h o rrib le in th e extrem e. 
M atthew s and 
D ave W aiker w ere c u t dow n and the trap 
w as again adjusted. 
W illiam W alker was 
lifted, helpless and g ro in in g and struggling, 
an d alm o st insensible, an d th e rope again 
a d ju ste d and th e tra p again sprung. 
Ib is 
tim e the descent cam e to a sudden stop w ith 
bis feet fully th irty inches from th e ground, 
and he died w ith o u t a struggle. 


The arrest, trial and conviction of the Bald 
Knob leaders a t’r&cted wide-spread attention, 
and for the first tim e the history of the Bald 
Kuobber organization was made public. 
Taney 
county. Mo., was the birthplace of the order of 
m arked regulators. The regulators first came 
Into prominence when the notorious fran k and 
Tubal Tavlor entered the house of a Mr. Dickin­ 
son in Forsyth. Mo., aud murdered an entire 
family 
The outlaws were captured by the new 
law and order league and prom ptly lynched. 
Capt. Nat Kinney, a physical giant, was then 
leader of the regulators, and was shot and killed 
by one of his old followers at Ozark not many 
m onths since. Christian county, which adjoins 
Taney 
county, first 
adopted 
Bald Kuob- 
berism in 1885-6. 
Dave W alker 
was the 
first leader, and the order soon uumbered be­ 
tween three and four hundred members. 
There 
were numerous visits by the Bald Kuobber* to 
petty offenders, but nothing occurred to attract 
especial attention until the G recn-Edens affair 
whlcn term inated In the downfall of Bald Knob- 
bensm. 
The G reeu-Edens killing occurred on 
the night of March 11,1887. at a point eight 
miles east of Ozark aud near the Edens dweii- 
ing 
One Johu Evans was whipped bv the Bald 
Knobbers for m isbehaving in church. 
O ldm an 
Edens, who was a friend of Evan*, interfered 
and received four blows with the whip before 
Chief Walker could interfe e. Edens afterward 
feariesslv denounce*! Bald Knobiterisoi, and on 
the 
night o£ 
March 
11 
the 
band 
met 
to cousider 
what 
punishm ent 
should 
be 
meted out 
to tne 
old 
inan 
who 
darea 
to criticise the regulators. There were tw enty- 
six Bald Knobbers present at the meeting, and 
after very brief deliberations they proceeded to 
the Edens residence to punish the inmates. 
Thev first went to the home of W illiam Edens, 
but finding no one there proceeded to the house 
of Jam es Edens. William's father. There were 
iu the house at the time fat her, mother, son. 
daughter-in-law. daughter ami son-in-law and 
two grandchildren. The Knobbers fired pro- 
miscuonslv into the house, w ithout regard to 
sex or age, killing young W illiam Edens ami 
Charles Gresn, his brother-in-law, and leaving 
old man Edens on the floor tor dead. 
The 
daughter barely escaped w ith her life. 
During 
he melee Bill YValker was shot In the leg. aud 
this afterward aided in completing the chain of 
tvidence against the offenders. 
This ouirage brought about a culm ination of 
public indignation and Zach Johnson, the fear­ 
less sheriff of Christian county, with a picked 
pouse had the m urderers, save l ilt W a lk e r , iu 
custody within forty-eight hour*. 
Bill Walker 
was captured three weeks later in D uglas 
county, where he had fled to nurse his w ound 
aud avoid detection. The trials ot the men were 
attended with many scenes of an exciting char­ 
acter, but three of the prisoners finally confessed 
to secure im m unity and four were sentenced to 
be hanged. 
Confederates of the Bald Knobbers 
broke into the jail and gave the four condemned 
men 
an 
opportunity 
to 
escape. 
John 
and 
Wiley M atthews 
took 
advantage of 
the chance, 
but 
Dave 
and 
Bill 
W alker 
declined 
to leave 
and 
gave 
the 
alarm 
to the sheriff, 
w ho 
resided 
In 
the 
J ill 
building. 
They gave, as a reason for not leav­ 
ing, that they preferred to aw ait the action of 
the courts in their cases, the younger Walker 
stating th at he would raiher hang th s r lie 
hounded all over the country by officers of the 
law. It was generally thought at the time, how - 
ever, th at the Walkers fully anticipated lenien­ 
cy, and feared that such action on their part 
would prejudice their chances for clemency. 
The weather was bitter cold, and Johu Mat­ 
thews soon gave himself up. saying he preferred 
anything to death from starvation and cold. 
Wiley M atthews has never been heard of, though 
there were at one tim e rumors that be had been 
seen in Indian Territory.

CHARLES BRADLAUGH. 


One of England* Greatest Statesmen. 
At the opening of Parliam ent on 
January 12, Charles Bradlaugh was 
sworn in as a member from North­ 
ampton. Thus a controversy which 
began in 1880, has been set tled in 
fovor of the man pres latently re­ 
turned by aa intelligent constituency, 
and both they and he have received, 
a t last, their just rights from the 
House of Commons. 
Charles Bradlaugh was born in 
Hoxton, 
London, September 20, 
1838. Owing to the extreme poverty 
of his parents, he ceased attending 
school before he was eleven yea rs old. 
He early developed 
a 
taste for 
polit ics, for a t the age of fifteen he 
appeared as an orator before Htreet 
au<lienees during the political tu r­ 
moils of 1847-48. The origin of his 
atheistical 
opinions dates from 
the 
same period. 
Studying 
to 
tit himself for a Sunday-school ex­ 
hibition beforethe Bishop of London, 
he became skeptical., and declared 
his inability to reconcile the Thirty- 
nine articles with the Four GosjhJs. 
His father; influenced by the clergy, 
gave him three days in \vb»* h to 
change his opinions, on penalty of 
losing his situation. He accepted 
the penalty and quitted thesituation 
and his home forever. 
For a year he earn**! an inade­ 
quate support by selling coal ou 
commission, and 
then, becoming 
slightly involved in debt, he enlisted 
in the service of the Fast India com­ 
pany, w h e r e he remained until a 
small legacy enabled him to pur­ 
chase his discharge. 
He now secured a clerkship in a 
solicitor’s office in London, and en­ 
tered at once upon his life career of 
a political and atheistical writer and 
speaker. In 1858-59 he gained con­ 
siderable notoriety 
by editing a 
journal called the Investigator, which 
was soon suspended for want of cap­ 
ital. 
He was now well known under 
the appropriate name of “ Iconoc­ 
last,’’ which he signed to till of his 
writings. A year later the journal 
which he now edits, the National Re­ 
former, was established, ami in the 
conduct of this his reputation for 
ability was greatly increased. System­ 
atic attem pts were made to sup­ 
press his journal, but their only effect 
was to increase its circulation. 
His sympathies for the oppressed 
have not r»een confined to his own 
country. When Italy was fighting 
for freedom, he raised by his own ex­ 
ertions one hundred guineas and sent 
them to Garibaldi. He visited Ire­ 
land, conferred with the advocates 
of “ home rule,” und raised his voice 
in their justification. In the year 
1869 an attem pt was made by the 
Gladstone ministry to suppress his 
journal because he refused to have it 
licensed. He argued his own case and 
won a brilliant victory. Like him­ 
self, in politics it is republican, in re­ 
ligion atheistic, in social economy, 
Malthusian. 
Mr. Bradiaugh’s republicanism as­ 
sumes that the “right to deal with 
the throne is inalienably vested in the 
English people to be exercised by them 
through 
their 
representatives in 
Parliam ent;” argues th a t the House 
of Brunswick occupies it only from 
the Acts of Settlement and Fnion, 
and seeks the repeal of those acts af­ 
ter the abdication or demise of the 
present monarch. It aspires to a 
commonwealth after the American 
model, to be attained as peacably as 
possible.

Mr. Bradiaugh’s personal popular­ 
ity is very great. 8ir Pharles ililke 
said of him in 1878, th at he had the 
largest jtersonal following of any 
man in England. In the autum n of 
1873, Mr. Bradlaugh 
visited the 
United States, and delivered lectures 
in most of the prominent cities. 
His political status as the member 
from Northam pton, was for more 
than five years one of the most agi­ 
tating liefore the British Parliament. 
At the beginning of the controversy, 
in 1880, he refused to take the 
oath of allegiance on the ground 
th a t it would not be binding upon 
his conscience. The House refused to 
let him affirm, inasmuch as no pro­ 
vision is made in the Parliam entary 
Oaths Act for affirmation by others 
than Quakers and the like. 
Upon 
re-election Mr. Bradlaugh changed 
his ground and offered to take the 
oath, but the house now refused to 
receive it. 
Insisting upon entering 
the House and administering the 
oath to himself, he was removed by 
the police. Afterwards, on several oc­ 
casions, a similar farce was 
gone 
through. Later, during the last ses­ 
sion of Parliament, Mr. Bradlaugh 
took the counsel of influential men, 
yvIio advised patience and all would 
be 
well. 
Mr. 
Gladstone 
and 
other eminent leaders having taken 
his p art, his admission became only a 
m atter of time. 


Ths Greatest Orator of the Age, 
Colonel Roljert G. lngersoll of New 
York, has accepted the invitation of 
the State of New York to deliver an 
oration upon the life and work of 
Roseoe Conkling a t the Capitol in 
in Albany. The invitation yv<is ten­ 
dered by a joint committee of the 
legislature. 
M hen, during the Presidential cam­ 
paign of 1880, Henry Ward Beecher 
introduced Mr. lngersoll as “the 
greatest orator ot the ag e /’ though 
he said what may be open to dispute, 
he gave prominence a t an appropri­ 
ate time 
to 
Colonel 
Ingersoll’s 
strongest qualification. This genial 
man of the world is a born public 
siieaker as certainly as nature set up 
William Shakespeare for a poet. His 
t houghts naturally shape themselves 
into expressions, apt, brilliant, often 
witty and always impressive. 
He 
uses his pen with the force which 
draws upon him a reply from no less 
a m an than Mr. Gladstone. 
His a t­ 
tack on Christianity by tongue and 
article are examples of extraordina­ 
ry literary brilliancy, whatever may 
be thought of their logic. 
lngersoll is by profession a law­ 
yer. He built up a large and lucra­ 
tive practice in Illinois, made himself 


who looked, 
perhaps too closely 
after the spiritual improvement of 
“ Boh,” who tells how his father used 
to require him to attend church, 
praise meeting and Sunday-school 
every Sabbath, in addition to visit­ 
ing the graveyard in the course ot 
the day.

Foot Note Literature. 
A little book of essays which hafe 
just been published would lie very 
pleasant reading but for the foot 
| notes, which are very numerous, oc­ 
curring on nearly e\ery page, and 
greatly irritating, we Y’enture to say, 
to the large m ajority of the readers. 
Few people, we l>elieve, like to l*e 
pulled up every few moments by an 
asterisk or some similar sign calling 
upon them to turn their attention 
from the text to some amplifying or 
cognate m atter a t the foot of the 
page. This sort of thing, neverthe­ 
less, is on the increase, and it is very 
characteristic of the time, with its 
m ania (on the part of book writing 
persons) for the elaborate and tin* 
precise. All dryasdustauthors have 
iieen given to this foible, which is 
nearly allied to vanity. A display of 
foot notes is taken as implyfying 
learning aud research. The author’s 
information—the world is asked to 
observe—is so extremely full th at it 
cannot be contained in the body of 
tbe work; it flows over into the 
notes. 
As if nine persons out of ten did 
not find ull annotation a bore! Bet­ 
ter, they are inclined to say, the 
vague and even the inexact. 
It is 
not the historian or the essayist with 
the foot notes who attracts. Rather 
is attraction found in the writer 
who goes straight on, telling his 
story or weaving his ideas with a 
diroetnuss which colls for no corrob­ 
orative or expanding notes.

The milliard minutes will be reach­ 
ed in the year 1902 on the 28th of 
April, a t 10:40 a . m . 
Taking in consideration th a t the 
indemnity paid by France to Germa­ 
ny after the war of 1870-72am ount­ 
ed to five milliard francs, it follows 
th at if th at sum were to be paid a t the 
rate of five francs—about f l —for 
every year since the beginning of the 
Christian Era up to date, the sum 
would not have been paid yet a t the 
presint time.

It will prevent 
blistering 
and is a magical “pain­ 
killer.”

Mutton Stew—Roll the m utton in 
flour, put on to boil in a suitable 
am ount of water, season with salt, 
pepjier, and an onion.

Arnica is sometimes taken by mis­ 
take for something else. To empty 
the stomach thorougly with an em­ 
etic, then follow w ith a generous dose 
of castor oil. if it can 1m* borne, are 
the first im portant steps in treat­ 
ment. Paregoric will subdue 
the 
pain, and, if the headache jiersists, 
employ a hot foot-bath, put a mus­ 
tard piiste to the back of the neck 
and give one-half teaspoonful of the 
bromide of potassium dissolved in 
water.

If you should happen to nave one 
of those old-fashioned wash-stands, 
says the orange Judd Farmer, such as 
your grandm other used when she 
was a girl, you are fortunate, as 
you have 
in such 
a stand

material for a beautiful and service­ 
able table. These old wash-stands 
are made Yvith four round legs, usual­ 
ly made on the old hand-turning 
lathes, and a shelf fitted in half way 
between the top of the stand and the 
floor. They generally have a board 
five or six inches wide fastened to 
the back and two sides of the top. 
These boards must Is1 taken off. and 
if there is a hole in the top for the 
washbowl, cover it by tacking a piece 
of tin or zinc smoothly 
over it. 
These old pieces of furniture were 
usually made of some nice wood, 
many of them of red cherry; these 
should not lie painted but rubbed 
with sand paper, and 
afterwards 
with boiled linseed oil. This brings 
out the grain of the wood, gives it a 
beautiful surface and leaves it in its 
natural color. 
A pretty table cover can De made 
of a piece of felt. Cut a few inches 
larger than the top of the stand all 
around, pink the edges with a pink­ 
ing iron, and in each scallop cut a 
hole with a harness punch. If you 
have not a pinking iron, scallop it 
with the cissors. using a nickel for a 
pattern, und then notch the scallop.

adopted 
Maid Knob­ 
by lam in 1885-6. 
Dave Walker 
was the 
first leader, and the order soon numbered be­ 
tween three aud four hundred members 
There 
were numerous visits by the Bald Knobbed to 
petty offenders, but nothing occurred to attract 
especial attention until the Grecn-Edeus affair 
" bleu term inated in the downfall of Bald Knob- 
bensm. The Oreeu-Kdens killing occurred on 
the night of March l l .

he melee Bill Walker was shot in the leg. mud

This oui rage brought als,ut a culmination of j 
public Indignation and Zach Johnson, the fear­ 
less sheriff of Christian county, w ith a picked 
posse had the murderers, save l ilt Walker, in 
custody within forty-eight hour-. 
Rill Walker 
was captured three weeks later in D uglas j 
con ut y, where he had fled to nurse his w ound 
aud avoid detection. The trials of the men were 
attended with manv scenes of an exciting char­ 
acter, but three of the prisoners finally eon fessed 
to secure immunity and four were sec.fenced to 
be hanged. Confederates of the Bald Kocbb rs

At tho opening of Parliam ent on 
January 12, Charles Bradlaugh was 
sworn in as a member from North- 
i ampton. 
Thus a controversy which 
began in 1880, has been settled in 
fovor of the man presistently re­ 
turned by an intelligent constituency, 
and both they and he have received, 
at last, their just rights from the 
j House of Commons. 
Charles Bradlaugh was born in 
I H ox ton, 
London, September 20, 
11833. Owing to the extreme poverty 
I of his parents, he ceased attending 
school before lie wascleven years old. 
Ile early developed 
a 
taste for 
I politics, for at the age of fifteen he 
j appeared as an orator before street 
audiences during the political tur­ 
moils of 1847-48. The origin of his 
atheistical 
opinions dates from 
the 
same period. 
Studying 
to 
| fit himself for a Sunday-school ex- 
j hibition beforethe Bishop of London, 
j ho became skeptical,, and declared 
J his inability to reconcile the Thirty- 
j nine articles with the Four Gohjm*1s. 
His father; influenced bv the clergy, 
I gave him three days in which to 
I change his opinions, oil penalty of 
; losing his situation. 
He accepted 
j the jx*nalty and quitted the situation 
I and his home foiever. 
For a year he earned an inade­ 
quate support by selling coal ou 
i commission, and 
then, 
lieeoming 
slightly involved in debt, he enlisted 
j in the service of the F ast India com- 
I fiany, where he remained until a 
j small legacy enabled him to 
pur­ 
chase his discharge. 
He now secun il a clerkship in a 
solicitor's office in London, and en­ 
tered at once upon his life career of 
a political and atheistical writer and 
s p e a k e r . 
Iii 1858-50 he gained con­ 
siderable notoriety 
bv editing a 
journal ca I hi I the Investigator, which 
was soon suspended for want of enp- 
| ital. 
He was now well known under 
j the appropriate name of “ Iconoc­ 
last,” w hich he signed to all of his 
; writings. 
A year later the journal 
which he now edits, the National Re­ 
former, was established, and in tile 
J conduct o f this his reputation for 
I ability was great Iv increased. System ­ 
atic attem pts w e re made to sup- 
| press his journal, but their only effect 
I was to increase its circulation. 
His sym pathies fertile oppressed ( 
I have not neen confined to his own I 
country. 
When Italy was fighting 
for freedom, he raised by his ow n ex­ 
ertions one hundred guineas and s e n t ! 
them to Garibaldi. 
He visited Ire-J 
land, conferred with the advocates 
of “home rule,’* and raised his voice 
i in their justification. In the year 
I 1869 an attem pt w as made by the 
Gladstone ministry to suppress his 
I journal because he refused to have it 
licensed. He argued his own case and 
| won a brilliant victory! 
Like him- 
i self, in politics it is republican, in re- 
; ligion atheistic, in social economy, 
! Malthusian. 
Mr. Brad laugh’s republicanism as­ 
su m e s that the “right to deal with 
I the throne is inalienably vested in the 
I English people to be exercised by them 
through 
their 
representative in J 
Parliam ent;” argues that the House 
of Brunswick occupies it only from I 
the Acts of Settlem ent and Fnion, 
and seeks the repeal o f those acts af­ 
ter the abdication or demise of the 
present monarch. 
It aspires to a 
commonwealth after the American 
model, to be attained as peacably as 
possible.

Foot Note Literature. 


A little book of essays which hafe 
just beeu published would lie very 
pleasant reading but for the foot 
notes, which are very numerous, oc­ 
curring on nearly every page, and 
greatly irritating, we venture to say, 
to the large m ajority of the readers. 
Few people, we believe, like to la* 
pulled up every few m oments by an 
asterisk or some similar sign calling 
upon them to turn their attention 
from the text to some amplifying or 
cognati* m atter at the foot of the 
page. 
This sort o f thing, neverthe­ 
less. is on the increase, and it is very 
characteristic of the time, with its 
m ania (on the part of book writing 
persons) for the elaborate ami the 
precise. 
All dry a s« J ast a ut hors have 
iteen given to this foible, which is 
nearly allied to vanity. A display of 
foot notes is taken as implyfying 
learning and research. Tile author a 
inform ation—the world is asked to 
observe—is so extremely full that it 
cannot be contained in the body of 
the work; it flows over into the 
notes. 
As if nine persons out of ten did 
not find ail annotation ii bore! 
Bet­ 
ter, they are inclined to say, the 
vague and even the inexact. 
It is 
not the historian orthe essayist with 
the foot notes who attracts. Bather 
is attraction found in the writer 
who goes straight on, telling his 
story or weaving his ideas with a 
directness which calls for no corrob­ 
orative or expanding notes.

1888 multiplied 
by 365 days equals 689,120 days, 
to which m ust be added 460 leap 
days, making a total of 698,580 
days 
which 
contain 
16,559,920 
hours, or 992.995,200 minutes, th at 
is 7,004,800 minutes less than 
a 
milliard. 
The milliard minuies will be reach­ 
ed in the year 1902 on the 28th of 
April, a t 10:40 a. m. 
Taking in consideration th at the 
indemnity paid by France to Germa­ 
ny atter the war of 1870-72am ount­ 
ed to five milliard francs, it follows 
that-if that sum were to lie paid a t the 
rate of five francs—about $1—for 
every year since the beginning of the 
Christian Era up to date, the sum 
would not have been paid yet at the 
presint time. 


A Pretty Tabic. 


If you should happen to nave one 
of those old-fashioned wash-stands, 
says the orange Judd Farmer, such as 
your grandm other used when she 
was a girl, you are fortunate, as 
you have 
in such 
a stand 
the 
material for a beautiful and service­ 
able table. These old wash-stands 
are made with four round legs. usual­ 
ly made on the old hand-turning 
lathes, and a shelf fitted iii half way 
between the top of the stand and the 
floor. 
They generally have a board 
five or six inches wide fastened to 
the back and two sides of the top. 
These boards m ust be taken off, and 
if there is a hole in the top for the 
washbowl,cover it by tacking a piece 
of tin or zinc sm oothly 
over it. 
These old pieces of furniture were 
usually made of some nice wood, 
m any of them of red cherry; these 
should not be painted but rubbed 
with sand paper, and 
afterwards 
with boiled linseed oil. This brings 
out the grain of the wood, gives it a 
beautiful surface and leaves it in its 
natural color. 
A pretty table cover can De made 
of a piece of felt. Cut a few inches 
larger than the top of the stand all 
around, pink the edges with a pink­ 
ing iron, and in each scallop cut a 
hole with a harness punch. 
If you 
have not a pinking iron, scallop it 
with the cissors. using a nickel for a 
pattern, and then notch the scallop.
